Pensions for Ministers. 


A LETTER we print in another colamn draws forcible attention 
to a matter to which we have ourselves more than oncealluded, For 
the majority of the Ministers of Anglo-Jewry there exists no sort of 
scheme of pension, and it was, doubtless, in conséqguence of thas 
condition of affairs that we have had recently the not very gratifying 
spectacle of a Minister carrying on tothe very last momentof a long 
life the onerous duties attaching tohisofiice. Itis difficult to under- 
stand how the Manchester Community which, at his death, showed 
such well. earned appreciation of him and his work, should not 
have arranged to provide for. the late Rabbi Dr. SALOMON a few 
years of rest before he was called hence. remark- 
able and more serious is it, as we understand, that no provision by 
way of pension was made for bis widow, although, to be sure, 
her claim upon the ‘ ‘ongr egation her late husband served 80 
well will be amply recognised. Still it is certain that Dr. SALOMON 
would have felt less of anxiety in his ‘dechinting-years-if—he-eould 
have known that there was ‘reserved for his widow, as of right, ib 
fair pension when he should be n0 more. There is, however, 
another question raised in the letter to which.we allude. . Itis the 
scale of pension which, under the best. conditions—those of the 
United Synagogue — Ministers can obtain to-day. At present, after a 
Minister has served for years, he can take retirement only if he is 
willing that his income shall be materially léssened. Otherwise, he 
has to rely upon a charitabletestimmontal being taken up for him when 
he lays down his charge. That seems to us, as it does to the writer 
of the letter ta which we direct attention, a grave injustice. The 
example he quotes of the generous and fair manner in which the West 
London (Reform) Synagogue provided for its Emeritus Minister is, 
it seems to us, the right and proper and just way in which all minis« 
ters should be treated.” In America, it is the rute that the Minister 
rétiring on accoynt of old age utter tong service shall do so on hia 
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and anything else the exception. The United Synagogue could 
surely afford to retire its Ministers on full salary, even if it did not 
continue the amount to Ministers’ widows. Anyway, the whole 
question of Pensions evidently needs revising and liberalising for 
those serving in constituent Synagoygtcs. What is going to be done in 
respect to Pensions for Ministers up and down the country in general, 
is still doubtifal, if only because, s0 we understand, the whole scheme 
which the War Memorial contemplates is dependent upon the result 
of an appeal for Funds which is to be made in the course of a few 
months. But perhaps one of the most glaring and anomalous of 
injustices that exists in respect to this question of Pensions, is tat 
of the Cuter Raps, for whom no sort of provision is made at all. 
Neither his old age nor those whom he may leaveat death, are provided 
for in the least. That is a scandalous state of affairs which no self- 
respecting community should for a moment endure. Itis one which 
we believe is littl known. Tue average man or woman if asked 
would declare that proper provision of the nature referred tofor the 
Corer Raret could be regaried as a matter of course. This, how- 
ever, is not so; and that. fact is an additional reason why the whole 
question, bothas regards the United Synagogue and as regards all other 
Congregations in Anglo-Jewry, should be considered before any such 


appeal as that to which we allude is started, with a view to bringing 


the Pensions of all Ministers up toa fair and even an attractive level ° 


In the interests of the Community we should do everything in out 
power to make the career of Miaister such that at least the personal 
anxieties of life shall, so far as possible, be ligutened to a minimum,

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Dare You Refuse? 


By Mentor. 


HAT is all the asking I propose to do! Someone has 
written to me to enquire whether I do not think it is 
time to make a beginning for this year. My correspon- 
dent, of course, refers to the Collection which year by 

year Lam privileged to make, so that little Jewish kiddies who live 
in the slums and alleys, the foartid streets and the noxious by-ways 
ef the town, may have the advautage of a fortnight’s holiday at the 
country or the sea-side. Well, I have begun; and now anyone 
is entitled—nay, is bound I think, if he knows that this Collec- 
tion is afoot—to carry on. I feel no call this year and now to 
repeat what I have said year by year, as insistently as l was able, about 
the claims which these kiddies have upon us all in respect toa 
summer holiday... hope that what I have said has not made so slight 
an impression that within twelve short mouths you, or any of you, 
that are reading these lines, will have forgotten what the fortnight's 
respite means to many and many little waifs and strays of humanity, 
who, except the holiday is provided for them, will have no respite 
from the dull, drab sunlessness in which their lives are cast. 


It seems to me that it will be more advantageous, and that 
indeed it is necessary, to say a little more than I have in the past 
about the way in which this Collection can be helped and the 
manner in which it can become this year, as I for one hope that 
it will become, a bumping record collection, I rely first of all 
upon readers not thinking of this effort in exact terms of what 
I would cail “kiddiness.’ That is to say, Ll hope those who send 
will not determine the amount they are goiag to send by the 
argument which so frequently seems to be inthe mind of those who 
send—that because they are sending for little children, they 
should, therefore, send little amounts. I think they should 
determine the amount they send altogether differently. They 
should send what they can afford and then add at least as much 
again which they can’t afford. May I illustrate this? If 
i were sending, and I found I could afford £5, I should send £10, 
You will say that is very improvident and economically 
unsound, But waita moment. What do people mean when they 
say*they cannot afford? It isa phrase. What they mean is that 
tiey cannot manage to send a certain amount without depriving 
themselves of something. And my sincere advice to everyone is 
that, in sending for the kiddies, they should send what they can 
afford—that is what they can send without making any sacrifice 
at all—and then add to it an equivalent amount, which will involve 
a sacrifice of some pleasure, some luxury which they can do with- 
out and be no worse, but the cost of which is vital to some poor 
little kiddies, because it is going to provide them with a few days 
of healthy sunshine, of fresh air, maybe of life. 


Then, I think a good deal of assistance could be gained 
for the Fund if more of our Religion Ciasses could make 
collections, as have certain of them hitherto. The moral value 
of getting young boys and girls to give for children like them- 
selves Who are in need, there is no necessity for me to enlarge 
upon. And of course, this refers also to the Boys’ and Girls’ 
(iubs, none of which have up till now helped in the Collection, 
there are, however, still a number of schools from which I do not 
ear, although some of the schools from which I do hear are of great 
issistance. But there is one large field that it occurs to me 
or, rather, has occurred to someoue who has suggested it to 
ine, might yield great help. There are a large number of 
J/owish boarding houses, and [I think one need do no more 
‘ian give the hint, for many of the proprietors to avail them- 
seives of this splendid opportunity of helping and aiding the most 
helpless of their brothers and sisters—the little brothers and sisters 
ol the slums. A large number of these boarding houses are in the 
country or at the sea-side. It would surely be easy in those cir- 
‘ imstances for proprietors to ask their guests not to enjoy all the 
hounteous goodness of the surroundings in which they find them- 
selves without thinking of the little children who, except a holiday 
18 provided for them, can never see a blade of grass growing, or the 
‘ople on the sun-kissed ocean. . They have but to ask (you see I do 
hut mind others asking) just this one question: Dare you refuse? 
And there is not a guest that will say them nay. | 


Last year I received a number of apologies, or apologetic 
‘ssages, from those who were sorry either that they could not 
send at all, or that they could send so little. Among the reasons 
Was, in many cases, because of the many “ calls” upon them for 
fommunal objects, There is not much ground for arguing against 
this plea. The calls upon the charitable in this community of ours 
are numerous and insistent, But in all such cases I have replied 


that [ am content to have our Collection fudged and determined from 
precisely this standpoint. I have asked all such cor espondents to 
putit to themselves whether in the long and wide range of commonal 
effort there is anything approaching in value this pi of striving 
for the uplift morally as well as physically, of the little child ‘”, 
for equipping them with health which is the soundest basis 
of life, for making their lives happier and themselves more cont 
by giving them something to which they can look forwavrd, 
something which they can live for. I know of none which should 
appeal to the kindly-disposed and the beneficent more readily, more 
amply—of ‘course, [ mean proportionately to the amount that has 
to be expended upon these summer holidays for the children every 
year. And I have usually found that the challenge thus put bas 
prevailed, and that those who told me they could not afford to send 
anything, because of so many “calls upon them, after I had 
it to them as [ have put the matter here. usually sent a 
subseription. -You see, all that happened was that they were 
induced to think about this Collection and its objects, and 
then perhaps subconsciously they put to themselves the question ; 
Dare You Rerusk?—and there came back the inevitable answer!

There is, however, a class of supporters of this Fond that 
is particularly dear to my heart. They do not wait even to 
see if I am going to ask. About that they take no chances, 
They send before I have the opportunity of asking. Thus as 
the list below will show,we start our Collection this year with the 
respectable but by no means gorgeous amount of £141 9s. 6d, 
It contains £100 from the gentleman who year by year plays the part 
of Black Catto our Collection—the mascot which Mr. Baron provides 
and which ought to be of good omen, To him and the others, our 
thanks. And now the Fund for this year is open. Week by week 
there will bea list of those contributing, and, as before, the lista 
will contain the names of those who ace assisting by colleeting from 
others. I will say no more now, except God bless the efforts and 
the goodheartedness of oneand all! The children, the little helpless 
children, are turning their eyes wistfully towards you, anxious to 
know whether they are to have that holiday respite they so sadly 
need and for which they so greatly yearn—DARE YOU REFUSE ?

Sin, ~My compliment: to“ Mentor” for his straightforward show-up 
of the Chacan-showman, invariably an American “ stuntist.” Curious, is 
it not, that in a land in which religion § being disintegrated into various 
elements, many of them unrecognisable as the one-time c>-mponents of 
historieal and world-iaspiring movements that in the other Hemisphere 
have profoundly moulded mankind for centuries ; a land where symbols 
are discarded as ont of date and ancient beliefs tested by the most 
shallow methods of to-day, those of the publicity agent and the box. 
offies, the pictaresque and “attractive” char eter of Jewish s-»rvices 
should be rediscovered and turned to valgar commercial uses. 

My interest may need explanation. I desire to bring to your notice 
the fact that the Association of Chazanim of this country has repeatedly 
protested, and the Association happens to have been born ont of the choir 
of Chacanim —t e finest I ever heard—which sang at my wedding at the 
Great Synagogue, in honour of the father of the bride, the late Rey. 
A. E. (Chazan) Gordon; I acted as the first.Hon. recretary of the 
Association, and was proud that it was formed tor ise.the status of the 
Chazan and to prevent exploitation and degradation. 

There is, unfortunately, always the danger that the C/uasan will be 
judged on his voice alone. Frequently, the haio of the singer and not the 
biretta of the officiating Minister is thrust upon him. Irecall in my young 
days in Leede# how it became a scandal whem Chazanim came “on trial”, 
certain worshippers (sic) only attended synagogue on such. occasions. 
Their noisy and pretentious «usical comment excited the disgust of the 
habi‘ués, and on one Memorable Sabbath morning provoked a protest by 
the late Kabbi Meses Abrahams from the pulpit. 

True, the Chazan himself is often to blame. One, who called himself 
a “Cantor,” rous da storm in Leeds by declaring that he would lure the 
ladies especially to the Schul as a prima donna attracted them to the 

opera. He departed under a cloud. Voice a Chazar must necessarily 
have, but is not the real test whether he is also a Bal T flah—a Master 
of Prayer’ All the really great Chazanim have possessed both qualifica- 
tions; the r capacity for phrasing the prayers has been taken as much 
into account as their singing—more perhaps. I sincerely trust that 
“ Mentor’s" reproof will strengthen the hands of those anxious to keep 
Synagogue and stage apart. Religious services sh wid not be reproduced 
on the conc srt platform. Ifa Ch:ican wishes to display his voice outside 
the s nagogue, there is abundant secular music.—I am, etc.,

A special memorial service to the late Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon was 
dat the Manchester Great Synagogue, on Sunday afternoon last.

Durtng the service a Sepher 
rah, presented by Mrs. Salomon in memory of her husband, was handed 
ver to the Execntive by Mr. Natban Laski, J.P., ome of the Executors 
nd placed in the Ark by the President Mr. Albert A. Benjamin, JP. 
H. M. Lazarus, M.A., who travelled especially from london 
late on Saturday night, delivered a sermon, in the course otf which he 
aid. that the mortal remains of Berendt Salomon had been laid to rest, 
. his living spirit prevailed. His dignified, forceful and benevolent 
tivities, carried om in the course of a long and useful life, lay enfolded 
/ many memories, were cherished in many hear:s, remained dominant 
many active minds. Although his mortal presence had been with- 
iawn, his forceful spirit, which had swayed and moved many, would 
ntinne to exert its infimence for good upon those who had known bim 
od upon many who hadnotknownohbim. bBerendt Salomon was a Gabriel, 
man of Godly strength, a man of broad vision—a wise interpreter and 
‘ide, an able spokesman, an earnest preacher and fea: less defender and 
. pounder of Jewish ideals. He had proved himself a great, ardent, 
-onvineed Jew, as well as a useful and worthy citizen. Of such it had 
heen declared unto Daniel. “And they that are wise shall shine as the 
»rightness of the firmament,” “and they that turn many to righ eousness 
as the stars for ever and ever.” The Dean of Manchester, the Rev. 
Hewlett H. Johnson and Cannon Peter Green have written letters of 
sympathy to the Executive of the Manchester Great Synagogue. 


Rabbi Barnet I. Cohen, B.A., devote! his sermon in the Sheffield 
Great Synagogue to the late Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon, whose whole life, he 
said, had been a OWA WMP.

The proceedings began with a presentation of a gold key by Mr. 
Ernest Lesser to Mr. Samuel Moses, M.A., who in declaring the building 
open expressed the hope that much good work would radiate from that 
Centre. The choir of Jews’ Free School Sabbath Classes under the direc- 
tion of Mr. R. Landan sang Ma Tolbu. The Rev. John Harris read the 
Mincha service. 

The CHIEF RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE delivered an address, in 
the course: of which he said that the putlic knew next to 
nothing about the welfare work of the United Synagogue. It was 
unique in the Emvire, and there was no parallel in any other Kefiliah in 
the worl!. It had astaff o° welfare workers who arranged not only to 
bury the poor of this vast metropolis. but arranged for them to have a 
proper Jewish service, the same service that was read for ‘the richest 
amongthem. It arranged that mourners should be visited and comforted 
during Shil'ah. The Uusited Synagogue, too, was an organisation for 
making peace between man and bis fellow. There was the Jicth Din, 
which was certainly the greatest Jewish arbitration court in the wor'd. 
That c ntre which they had consecrated that day would be the head. 
quar.ers of welfare »orkers in Last London. In that place Afte:-Care 
Committees, Scouts, Guides, Young People’s Clubs, would meet, and it 
would als: bea centre for Study Circles, Religious Services. Lectures, 
Converts and Dances, to name oniy a few of the activities. At the head 
of the band of workers they hada ve eran worker in the Rey.

Curried Eggs.

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About Books. 


Biography. 

“Ruopes: A Lare,” by Mr. J.G. McDonald (Philip Allan, 2\1s.), is 
written by one of the fast diminishing band of Cecil Rhodes’s personal 
friends, who worked in close contact with him for years, and was the 
repository of many of his confidences and dreams. The author is, there. 
fore, well qualified to write of t»e real Rhodes. Mr. McDonald has drawn 
aside the curtain which has hithe to veiled so much of the life of the 
great Imperialist and has cleared up many problems which have, until 
now, piqued the curiosity of s'udents of contemporary history. Barney. 
Barnato, Alfred Beit, Solly Joel and Woolf Joel figure in these pages. 
In his early days at Kimberley, Rhodes met Alfred Beit, a Jew from 
Hamburg and one of the shre dest financiers of his time in South Africa. 
Their trust in each other was remarkable; each open d his soul to 
the other. Y' It was a pleasure to see them together—the active-moving 
little Jew and the big, rather lumbering, Christion.” Long after Beit had 
made a great fortune, be remained in Kimberley, which he never liked, 
purely for lo. e of Rhodes and so that he might help him through with his 
many great pro) cts. thodes fully realised the self-sa rifice Beit was 
making on bis behalf and very keenly appreciated it. “ Beit,” be said 
once, * possessed the most gener us spi'it and kindliest soul of any man 
I ever kne.” Oddly enough, the ship on which, in 1873, Rhodes had 
travelled to England had passed in mid-Atlantic an ont-going ship which 
had among her steerage passengers Barnett Isaccs, the son of a little 
shopkeeper in Whitechapel. Barnett Isaics, or Barney Barnato, a: he 
called himself when he arrived at Kimnberiey with a capital of thirty 
pounds and some boxes of derbttu. cigars, at first pursued the pro. 
fession of © kopje-walloper.” He had plenty of pluc< and keen business 
instincts. Barney went into partnership with an elder brother, and the 
two worked with s ch industry that they made enough money to enable 
them to undertake large operations. Barney Barnato was destined to 
become Rhodes's greatest rival in the buying up of mining claims. In 
1887 Khodes returned to Kimberley, and commeced vnce more buying 
up shares in the Kimberley mince, even at the inflated price they hal 
then reached ‘The shareholders in the mine were selling out to him 
while pretending to stand firm behind Barnato. It was a case-in which 
the man with the stronger personality was bound to win. At length the 
yield of De Bers stood almost a quarter of a carat higher than the average 
ofthe Kimberley mine. Barnato was known to have social ambitions. 
Atan)\ rate, he now realised that he was beaten ; and it only needed the 
offer of a life-governorship, which Khodes made him, and a promise to get 
him elected a member of the Kimberley Club, to determine the rival firm 
of Barnato and Joel to capitulate. Thus the diamond mines of Griqua.- 
land West were amalgamated, after a struggle which had lasted thirteen 
years, into one company with Rhodes in practical control, and the 
De beers Consolidated Com»any was register.d in 1888. Iino this book, 
Khodes scems to take life before our eyes.. Mr McDonald has provided 
us Wi h @ judicious and charming picture and an enduring memorial of 
one of the great personalitics of modern times.

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Jewish Religious Education.* 


Rev. JOSEPH POLACK, 


“ 4nd all thy children shall be taught of ‘the Lord, and great shat! be 
the peace of thy children.” —Isaiah liv., 13. 


BY THE 


I have been asked to speak to you this morning on Jewish Religious 
Education. It is an easy theme in one respect, but, in another, a difficult 
one to treat with the care and insight which its import: nce enjoins. 

On ‘he one hand, the necessity of training our boys and cirls in the 
knowledge ot the faith to which we belong is a plea which will gain 
universal recognition among any section of earnest-minded Jewish parents ; 

the other hand, there are aspects of the question which raise new and 
serious problems about which there may be less disposition towards 
seneral agreement. We are surely all at one in desiring that our children 
shall be equipped with that knowledge which will fit them to become 
lovala d steadfast adherents of the Jewish brotherhood. 

From the point of view of the Community at lar.e, no question could 
be invested wth more ser ousness or more urgency. For if the next 
generation were to grow up with an in: dequate understanding of 
the prince ples and practices. of inst tution»! Judaism, ignor nt of the real 
meaning of our creed, ignorant of what Judaism stands for in the general 

ipward trend of humanity, and ignorant, moreover, of the sacred tongue 
of our Sec:iptures and our prayers, it is easy to see that the effect upon the 
future conduct of our synagogal and communal institutions will be fraught 
with peril and disaster. 

We scarcely care to imagine how seriously our religious or semi- 
roligious organisations will be affected’ if those who have enjoyed the 
adva stages higher education are led, through unfamiliarity with Jewish 
ideals, and systematic neglect of religious worship, to display lack of 
sympathy with the purpi'ses of Judaism and to hold themselves entirely 
aloof from Jewish activities. 

Even if a period of gradual disintegration did not set in, we may be 
sure that the inefficiency of less gifted guides would impair, and perhaps 
wreck, the general work of the Community. 

And what of the effect of a non-religious tpbringing on the indiv dual 
himself? No doubt you can jog along through life fairly comfortably 
without the exercise of your spiritual faculties. You m:y achieve worldly 
success and indulge in your aims and pleasures quite heedless of the 
obligations, the refining impulses and the sal: tary restraints of religion. 
You may enjoy prosperity and even bask in the sunshine of happiness 
and yet be entirely oblivious of the solemn ,appeals for loyalty to your 
faith and your people. 

But you will fail to realise the inner meaning of ilife—you will miss 
the inspiration taat ennobles duty and sanctifies human destiny. You 
will forfeit that uplifting of the spirit, which yields a deep satisfaction 
unknown tothe happy-go-lucky sojourners on this material world, who 
give no thought to that other region that lies beyond the domain of sense 
and sight.

Our aim must be to give them that serenity of soul which the 
prophet holds out to the humble wershipper of God; to make them feel, 
too, the inexpressible value of that religious thought and prac'ice which 
enrich the life of the observant Jew with a whole w: rld of emotions, 
memories and tender experiences which may be sought in vain in any 
other sphere of human activity. 

What earnest Jew or Jewess has not felt the precious spirit al joy 
which springs from the observance of some moving ceremony which has 
been for centuries embedded in the rock of Judaism ? 

Would any thoughtful member of our Community willingly deny our 
‘ons and daughters the chance of treading this higher and worthier : ath 
of existence or deprive them of the moral stimulation, which they will 
need if they «re to render some useful service to the cause of our faith 
and our people? 

And yet, when we pass from theory to practice, what is our record in 
this supreme matter of religious education? In planning out the general 
training of our youth, do we assign to it a paramount place in their 

heme of study? Are not far too many of us—even of those who are 
-arded as observant and loyal members of the faith—content to provide 
ve our children a bare modicum of religious instruction with perhaps a 
wattering of Hebrew, which stops, in the case of boys, when they reach 
‘he Barmitzeah stage, and in the case of girls, probably at a still earlie? 


Why should religious and Hebrew education become a mere haphazard 
‘lair, not to be taken into serious consideration, even perhaps reduced to 
«ro point, in those succeeding years, during which infinite stress is laid 
Cpon the preparation of our children for their avocations in after life ? 
i hose are the years of rapid mental growth when fresh studies invite and 
win their eager appreciation; when new literatures disclose to them 
ub uspected treasurers of thought; when the mind opens to larger ideas 
and profound speculations; when, moreover, new inner convictions are 
awakened, when tre sense of individual responsibility is developed, when 
t'° consciousness of national obligations becomes guickened, when there 
€'cerges in the minds of all thoughtful boys and girls a new orientation 
in respeet of their place in the world and in our social organisation. 

{t is during those fateful years which determine their whole bent and 
cotlook when they reach manhood and womanhood, that we must 
Cndeavour, not only to imbue them with the love of J udaism, but to give 
them such enlightened guidance as may convince them of its inestimable 
vaiue as @ precious factor in their lives, and may stir in them the ambition 
oo ever loyal and steadfast in their faith. They must not be allowed to 
A that, in their pursuit of secular studies, religious education is a 
mie of negligible importance. These precious years of adolescence 
a ° a with opportunities for making some real advance in the 
— . of the language of our Bible and our prayers, for acquiring some 

wiedge of the marvellous and tragic history of our people, for obtaining

I said that there was another aspect of this subject of r 
education which calls no less insistentiy for serious consideration itis 
an aspect which no educationalist dare ignore who is concerned for the 
uprearing of an enlightened Jewry and who entertains an eace: 
that Judaism shall not be left behind in the onward march of progress, 
The question it enunciates is: what is to be our attitude towards the 
results of modern scholarship? In the light of the tremendous advat 
Which has been made in modern times in every branch of study and 
research, are we to persist blindly in the old system of instrnetion, with 
ou chance or modification and with no indication of the fresh conc: pions

The essential principles of our faith remain. as the y 
have ever been, broad-based upon the solid rock of reason and truth: our 
belief in them and our loyalty to them cannot be shak n by scientific o 
literary investigations, however wide-sweeping their character and how. 
ever destructive of pre-conceived opinions the conclusions at which they 
arrive. Shalt we then ignore these conclu-ions in the religious training 
of the rising generation”? Sooner or later they will learn of them in the 
course of their secular studies. Shall we adopt a policy, which must 
inevitably result in their minds being racked with doubts, their convictions 
undermined, their natures rent by a sense .f{ disharmony between the 
preaching of the Synagogue and the teaching of the Schoo! and the 
University ? Surely every le itimate effort should be made to forestall, 
and if possible to avert that mental and mora! agony which. ion the cas» 
of many an earnest student, has led to the.comple'e wrecking of the 
religious life. 

We hear much of the conflict between Religion and Science, and the 
lirst chapter of Genesis is the favourite Which. the 
Struggle is fought out.. Yet long ago it has been pointed out what a mis- 
taken conception of the Bible is held by those who believe that its records 
must needs anticipate the scientific discoveries 
Its function, as we must a

to seize its main lesson, and you will find that ¢ 
is made the vehicle for the revelation of a Living-Omnipresent God, the 
Sovereign of the Universe, the Author of human life, the Controiler of 
human destiny. 

But it is not alone the growth of Science that demandsa reconstruction 
of old beliefs. Historical and Arch#oligical research, the study of ancient 
literatures and the renewed investigation of our own sacred records have 
led to the re-writing of the early history of Israel and a vew conception 
of the emergence of the spiritual genius and the devélopment of the 
sacred institutions which, with the lapse of time, moulded the 
Jewish religion. 

Whether th se views will ultimately prevail in their present form or 
not, they are accepted by vas! nu: bersof earnest and devout scholars: 
they dominate modern literature; they are fast taking their place in the 
common knowledge of the day. 

We know that the Higher Criticism of the Bible propounds theories 
concerning the date, authorship and composition of the various books of 
Scripture, which often differ widely from those with which the world has 
hitherto been familiar. We sometimes hear these view condemned on 
the ground that some of the German votaries of the Higher Criticism are 
tainted with anti-Semitic motives and the results are sometime 
scoffed at because the symbols employed are said to resemble a set cf 
Aigebraical formule. But it seems to mé to be futile, as w ll as unfar 
to the rising generation, thus to dismiss out of hand a serious branch of 
learning elaborated with all seriousmess, mostly with the deepest 
reverence, alway with an earnest desire to arrive at the troth. 

Nor is it any more a_fact that this study is confined to Christian 


have 


airily 


scholars. Within the last yar or two a work has been produced by two 
Jewish authors, written from beginning to end in modern Hebrew, 


wherein the main results of the Higher Criticism are set forth with great 
clearness and cogency. The work indeed isa history of Biblical criticism 
and its great merit consists in its demonstration of the fact that the new 
learning is in reality a modern develonment of a pr cess of rational 
examination of the text of Scripture, the germs of which can be traced 
in the Talmud and in Rabbinical literature. When for instance, the 
Talmud declares that the events narrated in the Pentateuch do not 
alwavs succeed one anotheria chronological order, we perceive that 
already in th:t early age the critical faculty was freely exercised, and 
it is only a wider aplication of that principle that has led modern scholars 
to re-arrange the books and even portions of books of the sacred canon in 
accordance with the views now held as to the dates of their production. 

A Talmudical Rabbi, we are told, gave it as his opinion that the last 
chapter of Deuteronomy which records the death of the Law-giver, was 
written by Joshua, not by Moses. It appeared to him unlikely that even 
under the influence of divine inspiration, a writer would give a detailed 
account of his own death. Tbe molern critical theory whieh questions 
the Mosaic authorship of other portions or even of any portion of the 
Pentateuch, may be extreme, but it is built up largely im the same way 
on the testimony of internal evidence, 

Finally, another sage of the Talmud, after a careful study of the book 
of Job, maintained that no such individual ever existed, but that the 
work is clearly a parable—an ima;inative literary production designed 
to present the author’s argument in that forcible an | vivid fashion, which 
a story is best fitted to render. 

We realise then that modern scholars, when they include other books, 
such as Jonah and Rath, in the category of allegorical or romantic 
literature, are not without justification: that they can lay claim to 
Rabbinical precedent for the promulgation of views on Biblical subjects 
which run counter to prevailing dicta. 

If we are to be sincere in the religious teaching we give ‘o our 
children—and in no matter is insincerity more unpardonable than in the

1 see that on April 21st last there was celebrated the 2,6s2nd birth- 
Jay of the Italian capital. The announcement naturally called to mind 
the past glories of Rome and the connection of the Jews witb the city. 
rhe association dates back to a period before the common era; it is 
-ecorded that many a Rabbi famous in the pages of the Talmud visited 
tome: and references to the classical Latin writers would i: dicate that 
o those ancient days many Jews were counted among its citizens. It 
may be that they, like numbers of other visitors, were ready to cry, in 
‘he words of Erasmus, that Rome was “ dearer, sweeter, more beneficent 
‘han their own country.” 

In a sense, Rome was for centuries the capital of Western Europe, 
cnd it would have been surprising if Jews had not been found within its 
walls as traders, handicraftsmen or physicians, and down to this day 
‘ome contains many wonderful Jewish antiquities, as 1 realised very 

naly when a book by Ermanno Loevinson, withits ma y illustrations, 

oblished last year in Frankfort, and entitled “Roma I-raelitica,” came 

ito my bands. There were Jewi-h traces in every part of the town, and 
ey referred to all periods. 

On the whole, the Jews were at first fairly treated in Rome, especially 

nder the Renaissance Popes. Alexander VI. (1492-1508) allowed the 
nish exiles to come to his city, and even though his motive was desire 

of cain-—-for the creater the number of Jewish inhabitants, the greater 
revenne from them would be—nevertheless, he tolerated them. 
''nder Jalius If, the various groups lived together, praying in their own 
synagognes; there was already in those days a distinction between 
Italian Jews and the immigrant Spaniard.

however, was but a beginning. When Paul lV, that mighty bater of the 


Jews, ascended the papal throne, there opened for the Jews in Rome a 


period of medieval darkness and Egyptian oppression. The fourth Paul 


foreed all the Jews into the Ghetto; the date was the 26th July, 1555, 
which corresponded with Tisha B’4b. Before very long, walls were built 


ronnd the (Uihbetto,and opposite the main entrance was placed a great 
wooden Crucifix, doubtless for the annoyance of the Ghetto inhabi- 
Outside the walls there was stationed a military guard to 
watch over the movements of the Jews, and for this the Jews were taxed. 
Panl 1V prohibited Jews from holding real property; accordingly tho 
houses in the Roman Ghetto inhabited by Jews were owned by Christians 
who were not slow to derive the maximum of economic advantage 
from their monopoly position. Before the days of Paul 1V Jews might 
have as Many synagogues as they eared to build; but the apostle of the 
counter- Reformation and the protector of the Jesuits laid it down that 


only one synagogue was to be allowed in each town. Hitherto all syna- 


cogues were taxed for the upkeep of a house in which Jewish candidates 
for conversion were trained and maintained ; yet when the synagogues 
were demolished the Jews had still to provide the eld tax for this Christian 
‘nstitation according to the full number of synagogues which had existed 
before. It seems surprising that one who called himself the first servant 
of the Jew of Nazareth should have in this way added insult to injury. 
‘Sor was this all. 16 was Paul 1V who prescribed the yellow hat for the 
‘ow, who forbade Jews to associate with Christians, and who laid it down

Needless ‘o 
add, they were treated worse than dogs, an’ it is not surprising that che 
office of Ward: n in the Roman Ghetto was by no means attractive, 
The Wardens were liable to fines and imprisonment on the most trivial 
pretence. Those who were prepared to fill the office must have been 


animated by a very high sense of duty to their people. 

In 1775, P us VI. issned an Edict concerning the Jews, in which he 
codified all the reactionary anti Jewish legislation of al ages. A cordin; 
to this Code the most harmless and the most natura! acts were mace int 
Criminal offences: as, for instance, the loud recitation of Paalms at a 
funeral. Then there was the censorship of books. From time to time 
the appointed censors, many of them renegade Jews, appeared suddeniy 
in the Ghetto, mate their way into Jewish bomes and took away every 
Jewish book they could lay their hands on, Their next job was to black 
out-every passage which they alleged referred to Christianity. One can 
not help wondering whether i norance or malice was the greater motive 
in th - book censorship. In due course the books were retorned 'o.their 
owners and it is reported that learned Jews then proceeded to write in 
the margin the passa es blacked out 

With all its cruelty and iniquity Rome was still saluted by medieval 
Christians as “noble and happy” (0 Roma nobilis, O Roma feliz), and 
responsible thinkers acclaimed her as the city of the soul. If, as some 
who loved her pretended, one of her aims was ‘o assert the moral la 
in Europe, she showed very little care for the moral law where 
the Jews were concerned. The history of the Ghetto, to use Browning's 
expression, is altogether a “bad business”; the history of the Roman 
Ghetto in the 17th and 18th centuries is the worst business of all.

* At the time of the Messiah,” says the writer, “God will sit in Paradise 
and deliver a discourse on the 7orah before an assembly of the pious and 
the angels. At the close of the discourse Zernubbabel will rise and recite 
the Kaddish vith a voice that shall sound from one end of the world to 
the other. And all mankind will answer *Amen. All the souls of Jews 
and Gentiles in Gchenna will also answer “Amen. God's mercy will 
thus be stirred, and he will give the keys to Michael and Gabriel, 
the archangels, saying: © Open the gates, that those who answer Amen 
may enter.’. Then all the redeemed fiom Gehenna, the wicked ones of 
Israc!, and the righteous ones among the Gentiles shall be ushered 
into Paradise.” This cnrious story presents in quaint language some 
fine ideas that may bear paraphrasing into a more modern style 
of expression. It speaks of God as the great Teacher. It even dares 
to suggest the possibility of a new Torah for Messianic ad iva. if 
gives to a great political leader —Zerubbabel—the task of reciting the 
praise of God and thereby calling forth the “Amen” of all tankind. 
And into the paradise that opens at the sound of this great “Amen.” 
there enter together the sinnersin Israel and the righteous among the 
Gentiles. All of these ideas are based upon that conception of the Kingdom 
of God that has had so powerful an influence on Jewish teaching and on 
the philosophy of Jewish life. It starts with a recognition of the 
imperfection of the world as we know it. But this idea presents to the 
dewish philosopher, not somuch a pessimistic view of life, asan optimistic 
vision of the future. From the very shadows of the dark valleys he 
sves in the distance the sure signs of the sunshine on the everlasting 
hills. He looks always upward, he lifts his eyes and travels in faith 
towards a perfected world. It is the purpose of the Torah to train Israe! 
to become the pion: ers and the leaders of that perfected world. - Hence 
every lesson drawn from the Torah fitly culminates in the praver for the 
hastening of God's Kingdom upon earth.

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath ‘PNAS WS, Leviticus xxv., 1 to end of Book. 


XXV., 3. “Thy vineyard.” We have got into the habit of always 
translating S°S by “vincyard.” In most Biblical passages where 
occurs, it doubtless has that meaning, just as arm in Arabic s gnifi 
“vineyard.” But the root in Arabic mens “to be fertile,” and karam | 
used more generally of productive soil.” Similarly in Hebrew ho 
sometimes a wider meaning. It is obvious that the law of t)! 
Sabbatical year was not limited tothe ficld and vineyard. In Jud 
X¥., 5, mention is made of a GD of olives, and in the parallel passa 
where the law is found (Exodus xxiil., 11) olives are specified. It w 
therefore be preferable to render here by “ orchard.” 

Verse 4. It will be noticed that the law does not mention on wh: 
day the year of rest commenced. Since, however, the Jubi ee year vy 
computed from the Day of Atonement {see verse 9), it is certain that ‘ 
year of release was also reckoned from the seventh month, That « 
be the most convenient time for the purpose, since the harvest had b 
gathered in by then. The Mishnah declares that the starting point wa 
first day of Tis’ ri. 

Verse 5. “Grapes of thy undressed vine.” The Hebrew of ti 
nhrase perplexed the cold tran-lators. The Septuagint completely pn 
understands it and translates “ grapes of thy dedication.” ‘Ihe Targum 
also seems to be merely guessing when it gives “ grapes of thy shoot 
liashis explanation is “grapes of thy separation” in this sense 
Israelites may not gather the grapes from those vines which they had 
declared their exclusive property, but may glean the grapes of (1 
vines which had been left free for anyone to enjoy. ‘This is scarce!, 
satisfactory. Modern scholars take the words in their most lit ra! 
signification. The 95 was a man whose locks had to be left unshcrn

The higher critics dete.t a contradiction between the law of this vers 
and Exodus xvxiii., 11. There it is stated “that the poor of thy peop: 
may eat,” whereas here the owner is permitted to use the p oduc 
The divergence is more imaginary than real It is su ely a doubtfu'! 
interpretation of the verse in Exodus ‘that because the Torah allows th 
poor to eat, (herefore the owner is forbidden to eat. The commonsense 
interpretation of the passage is that during the Sabbatical year the 
spontaneous growth which takes. place throughout the e-tate is mot the 
property of the owner and is to bo utilised by the whole of the community. 
That the owner is no! explicitly mentioned proves nothing; just as in the 
present verse the fact that the owner is named, but not his wife and 
children, does not signify that they were to starve. The Sifra forestalle:' 
the critics by making the comment: Since it is declared in Exodus “that 
the poor of thy people may eat,” the deduction might be drawn that the 
rich are excluded and they may not partake of the produce. For that 
reason it is stated in Leviticus, “for thee and for thy servant.” Since 
both the owner and the servant are mentioned here, the intention of the 
Torah is that all, rich and poor alike, are entitled to the growth. The 
Sifra also «xplains “settler” to mean the Gentile whois resident in the 
country. 

Verse 7. The addition of this regulation evidences the care for 
animals, which is always insisted upon in the Torah, Although ther 
would necessarily be a shortage of food during the year, the animals were 
not to suffer. They must be given their share of the produce.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS COMMITTEE REPORT. 


The Advisory Committe of the League of Nations on the Traffic iu 
Women and Children has issued the report of its Seventh Session, held 
at Geneva. Mr &. Cohen attended as representative of the Jewisi: 
Association for the Protection of Girls and Women. The following is an 
extract from the report: 


The Chairman (His Excellency Mr. Regnault), on behalf of the Committee, 
thanked the representatives of the voluntary organisations for their high’) 
interesting reports and statements. He observed that these organisations 
showed themselves once more to be zealous and devotea helpers of the Com 
mittee. Regarding the continuation of the enquiry of experts, a fall discussion 
took place in the Committee. Various proposals were made regarding the 
selection of new countries to which the enquiry should be extended and the 
means of doing so. Several delegates recommended the Eastern countries, 
while others inclined to a faller investigation in the West. 

The Committee, having considered the question of the abolition of the age- 
limit in the Conventions of 1910 and 1921, réquests Mr. Cohen, assessor for the 
Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, to submit a report 
on this question at the next session. 
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Zionism in America. 


Mr. LEONARD STEIN: In Interview. 


Mr. Leonard Stein, the Political Secretary of the World Zionist 
Organisation, has recently returned from a visit to the United 
States. What he has to say about conditions prevailing just now in 
the Movement there will be read with especial interest. 

‘Tl must frankly say,” began Mr. Stein, “ that I was not at all surprised 
to find a certain amount of dissension in the Zfonist rans in America, I 
have now paid four visits to the United 
states; and I do not think that, with one 
possible exception, I have ever been there 
Without finding some kind of conflict in 
progress. I have never been qnite clear as 


tothe real nature and significance of these 


conflicts. Ido not pretend to under tand 
the mysteries of American Zionist politics, 
and they always leave me a. littie 
bewildered. But 1 think that au fond we 
must recognise in the ‘liveliness’ exhibited 
there an intense desire to help. the 
Movement. People who are listless an 
careless, do not indulge in passionate con- 
tests. On the other hand, everyone knows 
that in the United States party po.itics 
have developed on lines which are a little 
strange to Europeans, and of which 
educated Americans are not proud. It may be that te forces which have 
made the political machine and the general conduct of political affairs 
what they are in the national sphere, have not been without their effect 
on American Zionism. 


“In any case sucha conflict as that which is now in progress, is 
particularly to be deplored at a time wh: n it is especially desirable that 
the interest of all Zionists should be concentrated on Palestine, and on 
the multiplicity of practical problems which have there to be dealt with. 
What strikes me most, perhaps, about the American conflict is what 
seems to be its irrelevan:e to the things that really matter. If only the 
American Zionists would set aside their personal feuds and concentrate 
their attention on what remains, after all, the common cause, we could 
all breathe more freely. Ihave used the phrase * personal feuds’ because 
i cannot help feeling that what we are now dealing with is little more than 
the smouldering embers of the controversy which was fough! out with much 
bitterness at the Cleveland Convention. in 1921. The interval of seven 
years has apparently not sufficed toaliay that bitterness, ill the angry 
passions which were aroused. Itis quite true, andit is only fair toempha 
sise it, that several of those who were prominent on the defeated side at 
Cleveland have since then taken an ;ctive and a valuable partin Zionist 
work, and especially in the Acren Hayrsod campaigns.. At the same time, 
I think it is also true to say that, ever since Cl. veland, ther have been 
underground forces at work with the object of eventualiy upsetting the 
new régime and restoring the old one. It must also be remembere | that 
all democracies, and the American democracy not least, are apt to be 
fickle and changeable, and that, on the other band, when an administra- 
tion has been in office for some years, there is always a danger of its 
growing stale. That is a noticeable feature eyen in the politics of this 
coantry. I need not enter into the bewildering variety of charges and 
counter-charges which are hurled about inthis contest. They are legion 

on both or rather all—sides. 

“ I do not think, however, that anyone can deny that, taking all its 
difficulties into account, the present régime has kept its end np with much 
success, and has done valuable work for which it deserv.s the fullest 
credit. To say this is not, of course, to say that it is infallible or beyond 
criticism. On the other hand, it may be doubted whether the criticisms 
of its rivals are as valid or the evidence of their superior abilities as 
convincing as they bave persuaded themselves that they are. A mutual 
admiration society is not necessarily an objective judge of if own merits.” 


Asked what significance is to be attached tothe resignation of Rabbi 
Stephen Wise, Mr. Stein said: “ Dr. Wise is a Zionist of long-standing, and 
bad the courage to come forward as an adherentof the Movement in its early 
days of unpopularity. He has since rendered it valuable service in a number 
of different capacities, and more especially on the platform. He has 
now seen fit to resign from the Committee of the Zionist Organisation 
of America, and to declare war on the present conduct of Zionist 
affairs, though without, of course, withdrawing from the Zionist Move vent. 
't would be affectation to pretend th it his resignation is not to be regretted, 
but I do not think there is any need to take it too tragically or toattribute 
to it any far-reaching significance. Like the rest of us, Dr. Wise has the 
defects of his qualities; he is apt to be—shall I Say ?—a little tempera- 
mental—a trifle impulsive. [am sure he is convinced that he had good 
reasons for the action he took,. but bis published statement leaves them 
Wwrapt in considerable obscurity, and I do not think it is necessary to 
analyse them. I know. Dr. Wise too well not to feel sure that his tried 
and tested loyalty to the Zionist Movement will overcome any passing 
resentment at his failure at the recent Zionist Congress to sedure the 
adoption of the scheme which he fathered for the re-organisation of 
Zio ist polit'cal machinery—or, as some say, for putting a spoke in its 
wheels, 

_ It I may add one more wo-d on the Zionist situation én the United 
States, I feel sure that the Zionist Movement there is gaining strength, 
and [am still n ore sure that in America there is fertile soil with almost 
unlirnited potentialities. How fertile it is, is illustrated (to take only one 
example) by the success of a body like Junior Hadjassa in attracting

Dr. Mendes was born in England in 1852, and, before taking up the 
position of Minister at the Shearit Yisrael Synagogue in 1877, be was 
Minister of the Manchester Sephardi Congregation.

Palestine Progress. 


‘Krom our own Correspondent, } JERUSALEM. 


The Government issues valuable quarterly reports, their only fault 
being that they are male public only at tee enlof he next succeciing 
quarter. Thus, only a few days ago the report for the three-month 
period ended December sist, 1927, saw the light Much it contains 
must necessarily be subject to happenings that have nowo urred but 
were subsequent to the per od covered by the report. There is no men- 
tion, for instance, of the extreme heat and failure of the late Spring rains, 
which have caused fea sf ra gener 1d struction of crops throughout the 
cou ry; nor fthe continual locust invasions, which, happily however, 
the author ties have determindedly battled with and defeated Never. 
th less, the information given in the report shows the progress of the 
country. 

For instance, 21 Forest Reserves, comprising 8, 50 dunams, were 
proclaimed in the quarter, and sarveys undertaken. This is a welcome 
item of news to those who know the barren aspect of hilly Palestine. 
Part of this afforestation was an unemployment relief measure. In farm- 
yard service, 9 outbreaks of anthrax with 52 deaths occurred, and 11,202 
animals were vaccinated ; 3,400 sheep and. goats were treated for 
fever in various parts of the country; and several outbreaks of fowl- 
pox and fowl-diphtheria were combatted. 

The report also mentions that several stone chairs with Greek 
inscriptions were discovered at Nablus in the course of private building 
operations, and two of the best-preserved are now in the Palestine 
Museum. A tomb was« discovered near the New Beit Israel quarter, con- 
sisting of two chambers, the first having a Greek inscription the name 
“ Menas™). An ancient columbariam was found near by. 


Increase of Imports. 


Goods, excluding specie and bullion, to the value of £P1,743,061) were 
imported, as compared with £P1,671,477 durin« the corresponding quarter 
of 1926. The increase was mainly in clothing, wood and timber, kerosene, 
cotton and woollen stuffs. Exports were £P503,076, compared with 
£P395 124 during the corresponding quarter in the previous year, oranges, 
cereals, wines, olive cil, skins and so ps, representing th: increase. ‘As 
compared with the preceding quarter, imports increased bv £P371,201 
and exports by £P177, 

The customs revenve for the same period amounted to £P214,471, an 
increase of £P16,840 over the corresponding quarter of 1926, and of 
£P44,419 over the preceding quarter. Revenue from tobacco and matches 
amounted to £P35,870, an increase of £P4,390 over the same quarter 
last year,

Economic Improvement. 


It is gratifying to note that the Government considers that “signs of 
economic improvement are visible; trade is better; fifty per cent. fewer 
bills were protested in the last six months of the year 1927 than the first 
half ofthe year; and the number of workers engaged in yarious industries 
in Tel-Aviv and Haifa is growing.” 

The retail market is said to be active, as also the export market 
especially in cereals, for which large orders came from abroad. Jaffa 
oranges were exported to the amount of about 750.000 cases, valued at 
£P 16,000, of which £P12,000-worth vas shipped to the United Kingdom. 
Shipments at the end of December brought prices of sixteen shillings to 
eighteen shillings per box for first-grade oranges. ; 

A vivid comment on the present wholesale method of enacting legisla. 
tion and rearing a superstructure of cumbrous Ordinances, laws, recula- 
tions, and all manner of rules-of-thumb to guide or bewilder the 
Palestinians, is given in the report which mentions that fourteen 
Ordinances of different kinds (Commutation of Tithes, Intoxicating 
Liquors. Customs, Coinage, Fruit Export, Trades and Industries Regu a- 
tion, Employment of Women and Children in Industrial Uudertakings, 
étc.), were passed or are awaiting enactment. 

In public works, on» of the first large bridges in Palestine is contem- 
plated-—-being a large ferro-concrete structure with five arches, the 
largest spanning 30 metres. No mention is made of whether Arab or 
Jewish labour is to be used. 

On the whoie, the Keport gives ample ground for concluding that all 
is well wih Palestine, and the description of the routine working of the 


adminstration is a sure sign of the steady return towards normal condi- 
tions that is now proceeding. 


Heat-Wave in Jerusalem. 

Daring the latter part of April, there was an abnormal khamsin or 
heat-wave throughout Palestine, the daly temperature reaching 126 
degrees Fahr nheit in the sun. This “creat heat, coupled with the lack of 
late rains, will probably have the effect of spoiling what otherwise might 
have been a bumper crop. 

The True Pioneer Spirit! : 

Even Palestine’s most captious critics cannot deny that there is a 
real Spirit of pioneering here. Late in Ap il, the Ohe! Dramatic S:udio of 
the Jewish Labour Federation, gave an open-air performance of its 
chef d’oeuvre, “Jacob and. Rache},” at Degania, near Tiberias. Two 


thousand settlers from the vicinity were present, and the seating was 
furnished by the irrigation pipes which have jast been laid.

Professor Franz Oppenheimer.

ENTERTAINED BY ZIONIST EXECUTIVE. 


\ lancheon was civen by the Executive of the Zionist Organ saticn 

to Professor Franz Oppenheimer. at the First Avenue Hote}, on Tharsday 
in last week. Mr. Nahum Sokolow presided. 
: Professor Oppenheimer was one of the principal speakers at the 
bixth Zionist Congress where he read a paper on the establishment of 
Jewish Settlements in Palestine on the co-operative system. Herzl 
had taken him to the Congress and regarded him as @ creat acquisition 
to the Movemest. As the result of Professor Oppenhe'mer’s address 
at that Congress, a setticmont in Palestine —Merchavyah—was established 
as an experiment. Jlhe settlement is s<tiil in existence. Professor 
Oppevheimer is in London at the invitation of the University of 
London, and is to deliver a series of lectures on Sociology. 

The Chairman said that they were assembled to welcome a great 
man, a great scholar and a¢ eat Zicnist. His memory went back twenty- 
five years to the Sixth Zionist Congress when Prof. Oppenheimer appeared. 
among them. He had made a great impression upon ail the dclegates at 
the Congress, which was one of the most stormy Cong esses ever held. 
Prof. © penheimer did not come to pour oil on the troubled waters of that 
stormy sea, but he Came to present a Zionist idea as he regarded it from bis 
own seientific point of view, Professor Oppenheimer Wasa practical man 
and one of the few who had trie] and still tried to put into cifect the ideas 
whichsome ofthem preached. Hehadeometothe Movement with somethin, 
new and original—the co-operative system in the method of colonisation in 
Palestine. Jnere was something refreshing aad stimulating in that plan. 
tie came with facts and schemes, and thit was what greatly impressed 
Herzl. Professor Oppenheimer placed his services at the disposal ef the 
Zi nist Cause, and from the time of the Sixth Congress until now he had 
done bis best. He represented a certain schoo! of Zionist ideas in Palestine 
where Le had carried. out some eXperiments . and, althongh they were 
not on the whole successful, the fault did not lie with him. 

Profes-or Gr: ham Wallas, nember of the Governing Senate of London 
University said that they owed gratitude to Professor Maurice. 
Ginsberg, lecturer at the School of Economics, for bringing to this country 
Professor Oppenhcimer, who was the most English of all. German 
Sociologists. Professor Waltlas »dded that as a member of the Advisory 
Committee of the Hebrew University in Joerasalom, he had very high 
hopes that that University would throw a brig .t ight oa the subject of 
social science, as well as on many other subjects. 

Professor Oppen! eimer said that the idea of Zionism circled round 
a very old and noble natien aiming to secure for its people its own land, 
whieh should flourish and bear fruit. Although some Jews might have 
found a step-fatherland he hoped tha’ amany in Palestine would find a 
properfatberland. lie belieyed that that was no} only a Jewish but an 
inteen*tional aim. Zionism was a& small part of a very much bigger 
problem of human social life.. Ha believed, too, that hatred against the 
Jewish race was the outcome of another evil that destroyed human 


. Society. He did not agree that Palestine should be an asylum for

Those whoare going to the forthcoming West London Bazaar, in aid 
cof the Jewish National Fund at Soffolk Street Galleries can look forward 
to an enjoyable time. The function is to be held on May 20th and 21st. 

In the course of an interview with a JEWisH CHRONICLE representa. 
tive. the Chairman of the Bazaar Committee, Mrs. H. L. Nathan, L.C.C., 
said there would be nineteen stalls, each of woich would be run by a 
committee representing a particular district. The stalls would be 
decorated with the Jewish National Colours. 

“ We are making a special display of Palestine products,” said Mrs. 
Nathan, “ which have been sent over for the Bazaar. The catering will 
be in the hands of a Catering Committee. There will also be a special 
wireless apparatus installed, and the many attractions will include 
lightning sketches, palmistry, etc. 

“Jewish National Fund Bazaars are held regularly throughout London 
and the Provinces, but this is the first time for three years that a Jewish 
National Fund Bazaar has been held in West London, and I would like to 
inake a special appeal to the Jewish public to support us.”

of the Home was parchased in 1920, but 1t was on!y in 1926 that possession of 
that property was tinal vy secured. The inconveniences at the Maternity Hom: 
during the building operations were severe, and wes @ great strain on t! 
Matron. Sisters, and Narses. althongh the patients did not suffer. During th. 
year, jo patients were rece ved in the Home, and in connection wit}, 
the Ante Natal Clinic, 77 sessions were held, with 1,230 attendances an: 
at.) Visite paid patients homes by pupil midwives An importa 
side of the activities was the training of pupil-midwives. Careful selection 
of the candidates who present themselves is necessary in view of the 
grave responsibilities ° ch eonfront them after they have passed the 
examination of the Centra! Midwives’ Board. At the beginning of 1927 ther 
were nine &tundents tn training, and of that number eight obtained the) 
certificates. 


At the close of the vear, eighteen students were in residence. The 
Ladies’ Benevolent Lving-in Institation attended an increased number of women 
in their own homes during the year, and provided clothing for mothers an 
infants. The Maternity. nurses continue to do most efficient work, and paid 
2.353 visits. Sick Room Helps were employed in 163 maternity cases ard in 74 
homes during the mother s sickness or absence in hospital or convalescen' 
home. A most important branch of the Society's work is the District Sick 
Nursing. ‘There are three nurses employed, and they attend thousands of cases 
to nurse men, women and children. Dhe combined expenditure of the various 
sections of the institution is £8,715, made up as follows : Maternity Home (In 
Patients: £2,243: Ladies’ Benevolent Lying-in Institution (Ont-Patients) 
£1467: Training School ¢1.132; Sick Room Helps Maternity Nurses £1,660 
District Sick Nurses £8 ; Infant Welfare Centre 22.105. The report concindes 
with the Committee's thanks to all supjocters and donors, to the Medical 
Officers. and to the professional Nursivug and Secretarial staffs for their 
excelent work.

The following is an abstract of the report : 


A total of 53,835 readers attended at the Reading Room during the vear, of id 
which 32,903 were men, 1,101 women, and 19,831 children. A special effort was 
made to encourage women readers.and a room was set apart for their use 
during certain hours of the day. A new proposal was the opening of the 
Keading Room on Sunday afternoons and evenings, and the response has been 
satisfactory. there being an increased attendance each week. About 80 to 100 
children attended the Friday evening services regularly during the months in 
which they were held. The lectures held on Friday evenings from November to 
March were a great success, and there were crowded audiences. The Central 
Committee for Jewish Education, although in sympathy with the work, could 
not continue their financial support for the Reading Room, in consequence of 
the many calls upon their resources. The Literary Sub-Committee have 
distributed booklets, pamphlets, and parcels of literature to various hospitals 
and institutions. There has been great demand for the book entitled “ Addresses 
to Jewish Children” (by the late Mrs. Morris Joseptr and Mrs. B. Halford). The 
issue of 500 copies is almost exhausted, and funds are needed by the Committee 
fora re-issuc. The Committee tenders its thanks to all the donors of gifts of 
books and money, to Miss Abrahams. one of the custodians, who resigned after 
three years’ faithful service, and to Miss King, the head custodian, and her 
assistant, Miss Davidson, for their efforts on behalf of the Society. The report 
(which is signed by Mrs J. H. Hertz, Chairman, and Mrs. A. Morris, Hon. 
pecretary) concludes: * We trust that our friends and well-wishers will continue 
to support us with increased donations and subscrip‘ions, and that they will

Her story.would be that after he had turned out 
the light, Mr. Heller clasped her around the waist, and in spite of her struggles, 
outraged her. That familiarity, it was alleged, was repeated four times 
afterwards when she called to collect the rent, and eventually the girl stole 
away, without telling her parents of her condition, to a home at Clapton, 
where, under a false name, «he gave birth to a male child. In answer to 
questions by Mr. Philip Vos, who appeared for Mr. Heller, Miss Goldberg 
said that it was a fact that she went to the defendant's survery twenty times 
to collect rent. Mr. Coldbere sau! that when he tackled Mr. Heller about the 
matter, the defendant completely denied it, and, it was alleged, said © I know 
who the child's father is, but.if you want to know you must find out.” In 
his evidence Mr. Heller desersbed Miss Geldberg’s story and allegations as 
a fabrication and a tissue of falsehoods. He had never assaulted her, and 
certainly was not the father of her child. Addressing the jury, Mr. Vos 
said that if the girl's story was truce, Mr. Heller was not fit to associate with 
decent people, and his reputation would be ruined. The jury, without

 “ARMID 7” (CovENT GARDEN). 

Th's revival of “ Armide,” at Covent Garden, shows how well Gluck 
exploited the conventional patter» of opera, But although the music 
flows smoothly and melodiously, there is a Vagueness about its 
thought that makes one wonder if it is flowing anywhere at 
all. An inability to rise quickly to a climax leads at times to 
boredom while the ideas are working themselves out. In the Realm 
of Hate, however, and the magnificent flianl scene, Gluck has forgotten 
his conventions, and the result is a stirring expression «f emotion. 
Frida Leder made an impressive Armide; she has a_ beantiful 
voice whch sc uses with restraint and sympathy. Her glorious top 
note in the last scene was worth waiting for. Walter WidJop’s [inaldo 
was adequate though a trifle laboured. Some delightiul singing came 
from Marion McAfee as the naiad, and Ninette de Valois danced as if she 
was completely detached from the artificiality of the opera. Indeed, she 
secmed to be the only really living being in it. K. M.S. 


There have been a-number of new violinists to London during the 
present season, but Miss Cecilia Hansen, who gave her first recital at 
the ASoian Hall on Wedresday cvening, is far and away the best 
of those that 1 have heard. Rarely indeed is such perfect case of 
technique, which makes even Bach's Adagio and. Fugue sou 'd simple, 
coupled with such appreciation of the musical quality of each piece 
played. I have seldom heard that same Bac: Adagio rendered with 
such richness of tone, such clean»ess of outiine, such full and 
adequite understanding, and one cin only say: f the performance that 
it explored all the depths of significant beauty in the work and presented 
that beauty, faultiess and pure. It was the same with every other work 
played, whether Handel's sonata in A Major, or Goldmark's Concorto, 
Cyril Scott’s “Danse,” or Joun’s “ Valse.” Io one recital Miss IT nsen 
has proved that she is amon: the foremos in the ranks of the world's 
violinists, 

To many, Scriabin even at his best is merely full of sound and fury, 
signifying n thing; to a minority he is the prophetic poet of music, the 
aposti« of divine thought, as well as a corposer who enlarged the 
technical buunds of pianoforte music almost b) yond human achicvement. 
That one’s view of Scriabin larg ly Gepends on the interpreter had a 
remarkable demonstration on Thursday evening last at Aeotian Hall, for 
the most ardent of Scriabin devotecs (among whom I must number my- 
self), cannot but admit that Miss Katherine Hleyman’s recital was a new 
and vivid revelation of the tuaster end mystic. Miss Ileyman has first 
thoroughly mastered the exiraordinarily difienlt Scriabin technique, 
and then has allowed herself to beconic absorbed i possessed by 
Scriabin’s conceptions; with the result that musicthatw ‘) other players 
is largely noise intercalated with painfal and meaningless piuses, wi h her 
becom s thought poised on the verze of decision, suspend. d contempla- 
tion, aspiration achi ved. Notabie indee! was rendering of “ Vers la 
Yiamme” and “Lent ct Conte nplat f,” whileslighter and less thougt- 
preg ant works took on renewed freshness and significance under her 
hands. Miss Heyman has performed a great service in insisting on 
Scriabin’s posi‘ion in he world of music, and despite a thin audience 
last Thurs ‘ay, it is to b> hoped that. she will return again and again to 
interpret the greatest of the Kussiag composers for us. 

Mi s Ruth We'sh is a little o. conscions of the strength of her voice, 
and seemingly does not sufficiently realise that it is als)» capable of great 
swectness and warmth when she is sitiging with more restraint. Conse- 
although her recital at >lian Hall on Tuesday evening was 
filled with excellent singing of its kind, it was not so effective as it could 
have been. Iu her case, driving the voic>® results in that pe-uliarly harsh 
and frequently shill quality of tone which continental audiences 
apparently rejoice to hear, but which British singers sre usually delight- 
fully free from. Only o casionally did Miss Welsh allow her voice to 
reveal its natural beauty, votably in the first line of Chausson's 
“ Nocturne,” when, singing with great restraint and comparatively piano, 
she gained for a brief moment a moving aud powerful emotional warmth 
and colour. 

The recitals of dramatic sketches given by Miss Douglas-Reid at the 
lian Hall areot particular interest as she isherownauthor. Of the actual 
com positions, little need be said save that they are admirably constructed 
for the purpose of affording Miss Douglas-Keid the opportunity to demon- 
strate her dramatic art. times she reaches tragic heights, asin’ A 
Fisherman's Wife,” when the anxiety and suspense of the lonely night 
vigil is perfectly conveyed. or “A Scene of St. Bartholomew's Eve,” in 
whi-h however, she hardly made enough of a very dramatic situation. But 
most of her pieces are in a ighter vein skits on hig : life, or on Suburbia, 
and then she is at her happiest. Her low life sketches are by no means 
so good, largely because they are not true in themselves, but also because 
she is working in a medium she would seem to know only at second-hand. 
NCr does her voice, with its very melodious Scottish intonation, permit 
her ever t» be raucous and shrill enough. Indeed, apart altogether from 
the excellence of her mimicry, her voice was of itself so musical as to 
toake listening to her « very pleasant experience, H.C.5.
